New Delhi, the 25th February 1955 

S.R.O. 472—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the Indus¬ 
trial Disputes Act, 1947 (XIV of 1947), and in supersession of the notification 
of the Government of India in the Ministry of Labour, No. S.R.O. 690 dated the 
22nd February, 1954, constituting an Industrial Tribunal called the All India 
Industrial Tribunal (Colliery Disputes), the Central Government hereby consti¬ 
tutes an Industrial Tribunal consisting of the members hereinafter mentioned;

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 10 of that Act, the Central 
Government hereby refers to the said Tribunal for adjudication the matters 
specified in Schedule II to the notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Labour, No. S.R.O. 691 dated the 22nd February, 1954, being either 
matters in dispute or matters connected with or relevant to the dispute as 
between employers and workmen in relation to all the coal-mines referred to 
in Schedule I to the latter notification, as subsequently amended by notification 
No. S.R.O. 1786 dated the 20th May, 1954:—
